Norfolk, Va., April 1.—Government 
war work in the Hampton Roads dis- 


trict was interrupted today by a strike 


of several thousand carpenters and 
other workers. Plants involved are the 
Hampton Roads naval base, the army 
depot at Bush Bluff and the ordnance 
depot at Pig’s Point, all near Norfolk, 
and the Langley aviation fleld at Hamp- 


Bricks were;:ton. Government officials estimate that 


4,000 men had struck, while labor lead- 


ers claimed more than 6,000 were in- 
volved. 

The carpenters inaugurated the strike 
for an increase in pay, demanding 62% 
cents an hour for an 8-hour day, in- 
stead of 58 cehts on a 9-hour basis, and 
at some of the plants a sympathetic 
strike among metal workers, plumbers 
and engineers followed. Union leaders 
said tonight that the strike was not a 
union movement, but government of- 
ficials and contractors said that most 
of the men involved are union men and 
that they accepted this as evidence that 
the strike was the result of concerted 
union action. 

Chairman Burroughs, of the Norfolk 
county draft board, announced tonight 
that his board immediately would re- 
view all classifications and that men in- 
volved in the strike, who have been 
given deferred classifications, by the 
board, would be placed in class one un- 
less entitled by reason other than the 
character of their work to deferred 
classification. 

The strike started at the naval base, 
where leaders of the strikers claimed 
some 3,000 men were out. At Bush Bluff 
where an immense army depot is being 
constructed, 500 carpenters were said 
to have walked out, followed by men in 
other trades. All carpenters engaged in 
building the ordnance, depot a Pig’s 
Point were one by uni men to have 
quit work, while some 500 men, prin- 
cipally carpenters, employed at Lang- 
ley fleld, were reported to have struck. 
No disorder has been reported. 

Major Butler, at the army base at 
Bush Bluff, said tonight that a few of 
the strikers re had been induced to 
return to work. It also was announced 
that Major Gitchels had been ordered 
here from Washington to attempt to 
settle the controversy between the men 
and the contractors. ; vane:

It has been possible to identify, the 
dispatch says, nearly 100 German di- 
visions, more than ten of ‘which were 
twice engaged. Some of the diviS8ions,

The dispatch follows: 

“after an eleven days’ offensive, 
during which the Germans have reck- 
lessly pushed forward their attacking 
waves, one may gather a fairly accu- 
rate estimate of their losses. 

‘In the first place, it has been pos- 
sible to identi nearly 100 of their 
divisions since the beginning of the 
offensive, more than ten of which were 
twice engaged. Some divisions had to 
be relieved at the end of the frist day, 
having lost more than half of their 
men, such was the case of the Forty- 
fifth and the Bighty-eighth. The lat- 
ter has been enerly entirely wiped out. 
Among those that have suffered the 
most are the 5th, 12th, 28th and 107th 
divisions, as well as the 2d (Prussian 
Guard), the 16th, the 21st and 26th di- 
visions of reserves. 

“In the second place, an enormous 
number of corpses were found on the 
battle ground, and the prisoners on be- 
ing questioned acknowledged the extent 
of the losses of their respective units. 

“To conceal from the German people 
the heavy sacrifices that their offen- 
sive methods required, the Germans are 
sending most of their wounded ‘to Bel- 
gium., ° 

“It is not an exaggeration to esti- 
mate the total of their losses at be- 


‘tween 275,000 to 300,000 men.”

In the greatest battle of human his- 
tory, the Germans have so far succeed- 
ed in winning back from the British 
and the French a little less than a 
thousand square miles of blood-soaked 
and utterly devastated country, which 
they held when the first battle of the 
Somme began in July, 1916. Between 
the Somme and the Avre they have ex- 
tended their advance for some fifteen 
miles beyond their old lines, but to 
balance this gain, the Allies have held 
all that portion of the important 
ground evacuated” by the Germans 
after the Somme or lost in the battles 
of the Aisne and of Arras, which lies 
directly eagt of Arras or south of the 
Oise.

MAY BE RESUMED. 


Conceivably the Germans will be able 
to exploit furtheir their unmistakable 
gains. By employing the remaining 
divisions and bringing up their heavy 
artillery, they may reach Amiens, but 
even this is doubtful in the extreme. 
The whole history of western offen- 
sives, of all major offensives in this 
war of positions, has been that if there 
has not been a decisive rupture of the 
enemy front in the first week, the 
chance to produce such a rupture has 
passed. In all of Germany’s great suc- 
cesses, against Russia at the Dunajec, 
against Italy at the Isonzo, the first 
blow was unmistakable successful and 
the disaster was immediate. On the 
contrary, all of the allied offensives 
in the west and the unsuccessful Ger- 
man attack upon Verdun were never 
able to move at any dangerous pace, 
after they had spent the force and 
fury of their rush. 

It is far from likely that in.stopping 
the great drive the allies may have 
spent their reserves, too, and that they 
will be for the moment incapable of 
any counter offensive save that made by 
the slender American force. It is more 
than probable that the Somme con- 
test will row drop to the old level of 
trench warfare, and that the Germans 
will be able to dig in as they were able 
to dig in and hold on unchallenged for 
many months after their drive toward 


alo the Yser. It would be a grave 
error to underestimate the tax put upon 
allied resources or the strain which has 
been endured by French and British 
military establishments.

Rothenberg told the police he had 
admitted to them that he was with 
Cohen about an hour prior to the shoot- 
ing ahd that he and Cohen had been 
in a gambling house throughout Sun- 
day night. 

From the gambliing house, the police 
declare, Rothenberg told them he went 
up town alone and ate breakfast in a 
restaurant. en he went to his home, 
where he slept until this afternoon.

The new arrivals were caught over 
@ year ago, according to Colonel J. T.

There 
is now a total of 1,373 interned Teutons 
at the local camp. Adequate provision 
for housing the additional prisoners 
had been made before their arrival and 
all were soon located in comfortable 
quarters.

Four Negroes Paying 
Penalty for Wearing 
Shoes for Soldiers 


Heavy, broad-toed tan shoes, such as 
are worn by all soldiers enlisted under 
the flag of the United States, may not 
be considered as dressy as patent 
leather pumps, but they are a distinc- 


tive part of the uniform of an Ameri- 
can soldier and that fact is sufficient, 
in the eyes of the courts, to keep them 
off unenlisted feet. 

It was the settlement of this point 
by Judge William T. Newman in the 
federal district court Monday that re- 
sulted in fines of $5 or 10 days each be- 
ing imposed on John Lawrence, Rich- 
ard Robinson, Frank Turrentine and S&S. 
Favors, whorvwere arrested for wearing 
a “distinctive part of the uniform of a 
soldier of the armies of the United 
States.”

IN STATE, SAYS BROWN 


Farmers Are Sacrificing Cotton 
for Food Crops and Using 
Fertilizer Lavishly. 


Georgia can fail in her war-time 
food production only in the event she 
finds it physically impossible to do her 
full share. Cotton is being sacrificed 
for food crops notwithstanding record 
prices. Fertilizers are being used lav- 
ishly. Farmers are enthusiastic. But 
everywhere fields are lying idle and 
farmers. are clamoring because there 
is a serious labor shortage in this state. 

This was the menaage of J. J. Brown, 
commissioner of agriculture, Monday, 
as he resumed his office duties after a 
week's tour of central and southern 
Georgia. His trip gave him a general 
view of the whole state’s situation. He 
made addresses at a number of farm- 
ers’ meetings and upon other occasions 
and was every day in conference with 
prominent planters. 

“I found the farm owners enthusi- 
astic, patriotic and hustling,” said the 
commissioner. “Everywhere the men 
were willing to do their best to pro- 
duce the nation’s food crop. They were 
eager to do it. They were so eager 
that they were clamoring for the re- 
turn of every soldier that Uncle Sam 
can spare before shipping time, and for 
every farm laborer that can be ob- 
tained in the state. 

“There are fields lying idle every- 
where ng 4 because there is a real and 
a serious labor shortage in Georgia. Of 
all the men I talked to only one 
could say he had al the farm labor he 
needed. There 
others in the state, but I could learn 
of only this one. 

“Cotton has been a tremendous temp- 
tation to Georgia farmers. Notwith- 
standing the record price, however, 
the planters have willingly sacrificed 
cotton to grow food stuffs. This is 
generally true in the southern and cen- 
tral parts of the state. In

In response to the call made by the 
American Red Cross society for sur- 
gical dressings to meet the present 
ravages of war, which is putting men 
by the thousands in the war hospitals 
of Europe, the Atlanta chapter of the 
Red Cross is providing a series of 
| Classes in surgical dressing, home nurs- 
ing, dietetics and first aid. 

Mrs. Albert Thornton, chairman of 
the educational department of the Red 
Cross classes, announces that the new 
class in surgical dressings, organized 
yesterday, will be open through Wed- 
nesday to those applicants who may 
not yet have had time to register. 

All applicants for these classes 
should register at the Red Cross house, 
258 Peachtree street. 

New classes in dietetics and home 
nursing will be organized April 15, and 
fare open now to applicants. 

There are four first aid classes be- 
ing taught, and there will be others 
— when enough applicants regis- 
er. 


While there are many women in At- 
lanta who have taken lessons in sur- 
gical dressings, there are more néeded 
to instruct in the work rooms and 
teach in the auxiliaries, the demand 
for surgical dressings at the present 
moment being greater than at any time 
during the war. 

‘Home nursing is equally important 
in view of the n s already gone to 
the front, those eparing to go. and 
the scarcity of nurses in the hospitals. 

Whether in peace or war, it is a most 
valuable asset to a woman to be able 
to look after the sick in her own home, 
when a nurse cannot be had, or when 
there is not the necessary needs to 
warrant the payment of a nurse. 

At the present moment the almost- 
universal charge against hospitals, pub- 
lic and private, is poor cooking—a 
scarcity of people qualified to cook for 
people ill or convalescing in these 
Places. Dietetics, therefore, is a branch 
of knowledge any woman does well to 
acquire. 


War-Time Hints for the Housekeeper 


USE WHEATLESS QUICK BREAD 
FOR VICTORY

And right 
now it means that you should use oth- 
er cereals than wheat. You must do

Barley Baking Powder Biscuits—2 cups 
barley flour, % teaspoon salt, 4 teaspoons 
baking powder, 8 tablespoons fat, 2-3 cup 
milk. Sift the dry ingredients together, 
rub in the fat and add the liquid until a 
soft dough is formed. Roll to about \%- 


inch thick, cut with a cookie cutter 
bake in a hot oven. 

Oat Cakes—l1 cup oatmeal, little warm 
water, pinch salt. Mix the oatmeal, warm 
water and salt together into a firm dough. 
Do not roll out, but pat it with your hand 
into a thin, flat cake. Then sprinkle the 
top with oatmeal flour and toast in front 
of the fire. 

Hominy Muffins—1 cup cooked hominy, 
1 teaspoon salt, 1% tablespoons shortening, 
1 egg, %-cup milk, 2 cups corn flour, 6 tea- 
spoons baking powder. Mix together homi- 
ny, salt, melted shortening, beaten egg and 
milk. Add flour, which has been sifted 
with baking powder. Beat well and bake 
in greased muffin tins or shallow pan in hot 
oven twenty-five or thirty minutes. 

Corn Dodgers—1% cups bofling ‘water, 2 
cups corn meal, 1 teaspoon salt, teaspoons 
fat. Pour the boiling water over the other 
materials. Beat well. When cool form into 
thin cakes and bake thirty minutes in a hot 
oven. Make fourteen biscuits. These crisp 
biscuits are good with butter or gravy.

WAR LEGISLATION 
PASSED BY SENATE 


Washington, April 1.—Important war 
legislation was passed today by the 
senate, including various amendments 
to the national defense act and separate 
bills authorizing the condemnation or 
lease of land needed for war purposes 
and empowering the président to com- 
mandeer and operate street and inter- 
urban railroads to shipyards engaged 
on government work. 

The defense act amendments author- 


ize the secretary of war to prescribe 
zones in navigable waters endangered 
by artillery practice, transportation of 
explosives or other war activities; em- 
power the president to call for war de- 
partment clerical duty men of draft age 
sang (grote, f unfit for military service, 
and provide for the enlistment of men 
outside of the draft ages for civil duty. 
One provision susetsion ty continues the 
extra pay allowance of 50 per cent for 
army aviators, which the war depart- 
ment proposed to abolish

FOR STUDY OF FORAGE 


Sessions, Stillwell and Others 
in Washington Pushing 
the Matter. 


By J. A. Hollemon. 

Washington, April 1.—(Special.)—It 
is practically assured that the govern- 
ment will establish at once three sta- 
tions in south Georgia for forage ex- 
perimenting to determine the cheapest 
and best winter pastures to supplement 
the native grasses. There are three 
prevailing types of soil in south Geor- 
gia, and the stations will be designed 
to test the adaptability of each type of 
soil. .The location of the stations, 
therefore, can only be determined by 
expert government investigation. 

This is one of the matters that a del- 
egation from Georgia today is particu- 
larly interested in This delegation 
consists of A, K. Sessions, of Waycross, 
president of the Georgia Landowners’ 
association; W. B. Stillwell, of Savan- 
nah, vice president, and F. H Abbott 


of Waycross, secretary of the same or- 
ganization. This association has a 
memberghip of 1,200 farmers and stock 
growers in rgia, and is doing a 
great work in constructive lines for the 
development of these industries. 

Another matter the committee is urg- 
ing is an increased appropriation for 
the fight on cattle tick for the f 
year 1918-1919. The government is 
now appropriating to Georgia approxi- 
mately $65,000 a year for this work 
from its general fund. The state of 
Georgia appropriates in round numbers 
the same. The work is progressing 
satisfactorily, more than 600 vats hav- 
ing been built in forty counuties in 
Georgia in the past six months. 

On account of the pressing demands 
of the war for beef, it is urged that 
this work should be pushed to a quick 
finish so that Georgia may immediately 
take its place as one of the leading 
stock -raising states in the union. 
Therefore the government will be asked 
to quadruple its appropriation for the 
coming fiscal year, and the approaching 
legislature in Georgia will be asked to 
do the same. 

It is very probable the agricultural 
department will see the wisdom of the 
suc ~estion and do as requested. The 
appropriations are used for educational 
work and the supervising of building 
vats and dipping the stock. The money 
is disbursed under the supervision of 
the state veterinarian and the tick 
eradication division of the United 
States department of agriculture. 

Another: matter this committee fs 
working for is a federal tax on dogs, 
so as to conserve the sheep industry of 
the country, and to control ownerless 
dogs and eliminate predatory wild ani- 
mals. A bill to this end will be intro- 
duced soon, and it is said will be cham- 
pioned by the federal food administra- 
tion. ‘It is proposed to place a tax of 
one dollar on each dog, thus causing 
the destruction of the two or three 


million ownerless dogs in the country. 
This is being urged as a war measure 
not only to produce wool, but mutton 
and lamb as essential food products. 
The National Wool Growers’ associa- 
tion, as well as the biological survey, 
urge the passage of such a bill. The 
Georgia organization ig taking the ini- 
tative.

NEN SYSTEM IN EFFET 
AT LOGAL COAL BUREAU 


Every Arrangement Made to 
Provide Equitable Distri- 
bution of Fuel. 


Acting under orders of the national 
fuel administrator, a new system was 
put in operation at the offices of the 
local fuel administration in the Arcade 
building Monday morning. 


Under its provisions the coal deal- 
ers will deal directly with the domestic 
consumer, under the supervision of 
the local administrator, who, in turn, 
is authorized to keep a record of every 
ton of coal that is shipped into the 
city. Before purchasing the next win- 
ter’s supply of coal the consumer will 
be required to — a certificate be- 
fore his order will be accepted by the 
dealer, who, according to the new 
plan, will have a representative at the 
local fuel administration office. 

Under e plan the consumer will 
be allowed to specify the grade of coal 
he wants to purchase. The order 
clerks, who are representatives of the 
local dealers, will keep a complete 
record of the stock on h of each 
grade of coal. 

M.- Patterson, in charge of the 
local fuel bureau, stated Monday that 
he had been asked by the national fuel 
administrator recently to urge the pub- 
lic to make early purchases of coal to 
prevent a shortage next~ winter. He 
also stated there is plenty of coal on 
hand in the city at the present time 
and the dealers can fill any order.

Chicago, April 1.—Leaders and organ- 
izers of Industrial Workers of the 


World, more than 10 Oin number, en- 
World, more than 100 in number, en- 
opening of the trial in which the gov- 
ernment will attempt to prove that the 
defendants violated the espionage act, 
plotted to destroy industries and con- 
spired to hamper prosecution of the 
war. 

With but one exception, the 113 de- 
fendants were in court when Federal 
Judge Landis ordered their names call- 
ed for formal pleading to the charges 
brought by the government after the 
sensational drfve on the organization’s 
district offices last September. Albert 
Kimball, who was out on bail, was re- 
ported seriously ill. 

Examination of prospective jurors 
will be continued when court recon- 
venes tomorrow. Pleas of 19 venire- 
men that they be excused were grant- 
ed. A panel of 100 veniremen today 
will be supplemented by 50 more to- 
morrow. . 

Poets, lumber camp captains, polit- 
ical writers and speakers were among 
the defendants, who, manacled and 
heavily guarded, were brought into the 
court room in groups of 10. Their queer 
raiment, ranging from overalls to flow- 
ing ties and fancy waistcoats, attract- 
ed crowds of spectators as they were 
being brought to court, but only :a few 
of these gained entrance to the court 
room. 

Georga F. Vanderveer, chief counsel

In professing to see in the recent seizure 
of certain Dutch ship tonnage by the Ameri- 
can government “an act of violence,” the 
Dutch government places a wrong construc- 
tion upon what was an entirely fair and jus- 
tifiable application of a basic principle of in- 
ternational law. 

The United States government has been 
extraordinarily patient throughout its diplo- 
matic negotiations with The Netherlands 
over this proposition. It has at &ll times 
kept in view the peculiarly uncomfortable 
position of the Dutch nation with reference 
to Germany. It has at all times been cogni- 
zant of the fact that Germany stood and 
stands over the little Dutch kingdom with 
mailed fist and drawn dagger, menacing with 
the one and pointing to Belgium with the 
other! 

In his statement, on March 20, accom- 
panying his order for the requisitioning of 
seventy-seven Dutch vessels, President Wil- 
son at great length and in detail reviewed 
the course of diplomatic exchanges leading 
up to his decision. He pointed out that 
those negotiations Jad been pending “for 
some months;” that a definite reciprocal 
agreement between this and the Dutch gov- 
ernment had been made—and in accordance 
with the Dutch proposal—in January, where- 
by there would be a concurrent ton-for-ton 
exchange of shipping between this country 


and Holland, to the relief of Holland and | 


other neutrals hard pressed and dependent 
mainly upon this country for food. He 
showed that “nearly two months have 
elapsed since the making of the temporary 
chartering agreement, and the proposed (by 
the Dutch government itself) general agree- 
ment has lain even longer without reply on 
the part of Holland;” that “it was generally 
known that the Dutch ship-owners feared 
lest their ships should be destroyed by Ger- 
man submarines,” and that “meanwhile Ger- 
man threats have grown more violent, with 
a view of preventing any permanent agree- 
ment and of forcing Holland to violate any 
temporary agreement!” 

Under such circumstances what honor- 
able and expedient course was left open to 
this country, other than the one followed by 
the president? 

This country is deeply sympathetic with 
Holland. It is cognizant of the hazard con- 
fronting the Dutch government by reasons 
of its propinquity to Germany. It has done 
everything in its power to deal in the utmost 
fairness with the little government and to 
help its people in every possible way. 

But when it came to the matter of help- 
ing Germany, through Holland, this country 
had no alternative than to draw the Mne— 
and the president did so in a way that fully 
protects Holland and leaves it no ground for 
just complaint,

Importance of Metal Saving. 


Editor Constitution: May I, through your 
columns, call the attention of your read- 
ers to the enormous waste of metals con- 
tained in tin cans (tin and iron) which 
are mostly thrown in the scrap heap? 

The use of canned foods has grown to 
immense proportions. Every household, 
village and city, the big army and navy con- 
tracts call for them by the million. This 
waste seems needless and preventable if 
proper effort is made to collect and use 
again these metals. This waste also adds 
to the high cost of living for the expense 
for cans is increasing. At some points the 
cans are collected and remanufactured. In 
Baltimore they are made into window 
weights; in Seattle the iron is turned into 
war munitions; in Worcester, Mass., it is 
converted into various articles. The present 
insistence on economy and conservation sug- 
gests that this waste should now cease. The 
government control of railroads affords an op- 
portunity to collect and to transport them 
to manufacturing centers where they may be 
turned to good uses. Let everyone help in 
this connection. Waste no metals; flatten 
the cans so that they will take less space; 
keep under cover to prevent rust, and aid 
to a wise and comprehensive plan for col- 
lection, shipping to centers by the carload, 
where they may be remanufactured. Proba- 
bly there is no other waste today so great, 
needless and preventable as that here re- 
ferred to.

Value of Dehydration of Vegetables 
To Save Food Crops, Shown by Methvin 


In an effort to turn the German guns 
upon themselves, P. A. Methvin, chief food 
inspector for Georgia, last night told an At- 
lanta audience that he had gotten the proc- 
ess for dehydrating or drying of vegetables 
and fruits from an old German receipt book, 
published in 1856. This process, he declared, 
is now being used as a main dependency 
for the support of the Huns in the world’s 
battle against America and democracy. 

Mr. Methvin spoke at the reguiar Monday 
night meeting held each week by the Nation- 
al League for Woman's Service, at the 
chamber of commerce assembly hall, and he 
was introduced by the president, Mrs. William 
Lawson Peel, who made a few remarks about 
the necessity of providing means for saving 
the overproduction of the gardens this year, 
and commending the plan that she declared 
Mr. Methvin would unfold. 

Mr. Methvin told in a few words about 
the simple process required for the drying 
of vegetables and fruits, saying that anything 
that could be canned or preserved success- 
fully could be dehydrated, and that in the 
drying process, if properly done, the produce 
would lose none of its flavor nor food value, 
beyond the water, which, he said, is cheap 
and could be replaced when needed. The 
dying, stated the speaker, could be accom- 
plished by the sun, but longer time is re- 
quired than by tHe artificial heat process, 
and.in the latter method there was no dan- 
ger of worms or other foreign matter get- 
ting into the fruits or vegetables. 

Drying 

He declared that the drying of vegetables 
this year would be imperative, not only be- 
cause the would be need for every ounce 
of food roducts that could be conserved, 
but because of the fact that tin cans are far 
short of the demand end that glassware con- 
tainers would be unreasonably high. 

He showed a small dehydrating machine, 
which, he said, could beroperated on a kitch- 
en stove, and which was simple enough to 
be operated by anyone who could read a ther- 
mometer. 


Process Necessary. 


He gave some intéFetting figures as to the |; 


reduction in weight of vegetables from the 
normal state to that of complete dryness. 
A bushel of green corn, weighing 90 to 92 
pounds, would weight only 11 pounds when 
put through the dehydrating process: 100 
pounds of onions would lose 83 pounds in 
the process, and the same weight of toma- 
toes would lose 94 pounds by being dried. 

Mr. Methvin» had specimens of a large 
number of fruits and vegetables he had de- 
hydrated which proved of great interest to 
the audience. 

Following Mr. Methvin J. M. B. Hoxsey 
spoke on the third Liberty Loan, and out- 
lined tentative plans that have been made 
by the committee for the campaign in At- 
lanta. 


He declared that with the news coming 
of the greatest battlé in the history of all 
wars, in which American boys are taking 
part, he did not feel it necessary to speak 
to an Atlanta audience upon patriotism, 
which, he declared, would be the basis upon 
which people would subscribe for mére Lib- 
erty Bonds than they wanted, as they would 
have to do in the coming campaign. 


He spoke of the safety of the Liberty Bond 
as an investment, of its marketable ability 
and its yield, which, he said, would be 4% 
per cent, tax free. 


He said the first week of the champaign 
in Atlanta would be devoted to advertising, 
and not to the ssle of bonds, as now planned 
by the committee in charge, and that on Sat- 
urday next, when the children marched in 
the great school parade, the Boy Scouts 
would hand to the marching children posters 
that would by that method get to each block 
in the city. 

1,600 Aid in Campaign. 


He said that more than 1,600 men would 
aid in the campaign, one thousand of whom 
had already volunteered for the work, and 
that the organized women of the city would 
aid in the residence sections. Through 
their efforts, in connection with the work of 
the men and the scouts downtown, every 
man and woman in the city would be reached. 

He paid a tribute to the organized women 
of the city and said that they had asked to be 
allowed to serve in the manner that would 
best aid the campaign. 


Mrs. Howard Bucknell, chairman of the 
Liberty Loan committee of the National 
League for Woman's Service, made a short 
talk in which she explained the plans that 
had heen made by her committee, subject 
to the approval of the campaign leaders. Mrs. 
Bucknell said that her committee had made 
arrangements for a big booth to be located 
somewhere on the streets uptown from which 
they hoped to reach strangers and others 
not reached by the campaigners, She had ap- 
peared before the city council Monday after- 
noon asking permission for the erection of 
the booth, and this had been granted. A 
big Liberty bell, to be rung ‘each time a 
bond sale is made, will be one feature of 
the booth, and there will be two talented 
speakers each day during the campaign. A 
band will also furnish music, and two compe- 
tent women will be in charge of the 
booth each day. A float, said Mrs. Bucknell, 
will be prepared and will be in the school 
parade next Sunday driven by a young wom- 
an from the motor corps. 

At the close of the meeting Mrs. Peel 
announced that the ten young women of the 
motor corps who left Atlanta a few days ago 
to bring back the ten motor trucks to Atlan- 
to for the United States government had ar- 
rived in Toledo, Ohio, and would arrive in 
Atlanta in a few days.

Alleged That German Money 
Is Being Freely Used in 
Mississippi. 


Jackson, .Miss., April 1.—The first 
concrete evidence that German money 
is being used to encourage Mississippi 


negroes to dodge the draft is furnished 
in a report filed at the adjutant gen- 
eral’s office from F. K. Ethridge, state 
inspector of local exemotion boards. 

he report shows it has been prac- 
tically impossible to get negro regis- 
trants to respond to the notices to re- 
port sent out by the local board of 
Holmes county, and Inspector Ethridge 
made an investigation which disclosed 
that C, Mason, pastor of a negro 
church known as the “Church of God 
in Christ, has been preaching pro-Ger- 
man sermons and advising negroes to 
resist the draft. 

Three weeks ago, according to the in- 
spector’s report, a foreigner named 
Dirmitrims Giannokullion conducted a4 
meeting for a period of one week at 
this church. While in the town of Lex- 
ington this foreigner received a mes- 
sage i@ code which Mr. Ethridge at- 
taches to‘his report. No translation is 
available. 

An investigation madeion the “Church 
of God in Christ,” shows that it has 
headquarters at Los Angeles, and seems 
to be well supplied with money, for in 
August of last year a $10,000 brick 
church was built at Lexington, for 
which local negroes furnished only a 
small part of the building fund. It is 
also shown htat the pastor, hitherto an 
obscure negro preacher, recently erect- 
ed.a $25,000 brick and stone residence 
on a valuable lot in Memphis. 

That the draft-dodging propaganda is 
having the desired effect is shown by the 
figures from Holmes county, where 123 
regiments were called for entrainment 
on March 5, and only thirty-nine report- 
ed, four of the latter number deserting 
before they were entrained. To fill the 
deficiency the local board then called 
sixty-three negro registrants and only 
thirty-one reported. Call was next is- 
sued for forty-three registrants and 
only six reported. 


Los Angeles, Cal., April 1.—Neither 
German money nor pro-German propa- 
ganda are being used in the “Church 
of God in Christ,” it was said here to- 
day ‘hy the Rev. E. R. Driver, pastor 
of the Los Angeles branch church, re- 
plying to allegations made by F. K 
Iithridge, Mississippi state inspector of 
local exemption boards, in a_ report 
filed with state authorities.

News of the Activities of 
Pershing’s Men Likely to 
Come Through the French 
Official Reports. 


Washington, April 1.—In the absence 
of reports from General Pershing show- 
ing the disposition made of American 
troops by General Foch, supreme com- 
mander of the allied and American 
armies, officials here were watching 
the French and British statements 
closely tonight for the first word that 
will show the Americans to be at the 
battle front in Picardy. It is probable 
that not only the first news of the ac- 
tivities of Pershing’s men in their new 
status will come this way; but that for 
some time the French communiques 
will give the American people their 
only information on the subject. 

Once the American units have been 
merged with the French, as it is as- 
sumed they will be, French customs as 
to withholding designations of units 
engaged for military reasons will gov- 
ern news regarding them until General 
Pershing has had time to set up a 
method of assembling and transmitting 
daily reports of his own. With military 
telegraph and telephone wires congest- 
ed and with the entire communication 
system entirely in French hands it will 
be a difficult task, officials believe, for 
American headquarters in France to 
keep close touch with events. 

Already reports from both Generals 
Pershing and Bliss on the progress of 
the great battle are much delayed. 
Messages tonight told of the situation 
on Saturday and Sunday. At that time, 
however, General Pershing saw consid- 
erable improvement in conditions for 
the allied armies and the battle line in 
the vital section from Montdidier to 
Noyon sector, as he outlined it, has not 
been substantially altered by subse- 
quent engagements. Both sides were

He stood 
there over two years and waited his 
chance to get over and invade the Brit- 
ish Isles, which had never been invaded 
since Norman Duke William had gone 
over in the year 1066 and conquered the 
land. He had a good chance to get 
over for the old French general, Du- 
mouriez, who had been run out of 
France by the Bonaparte people and 
was then in England, had, in the reign 
of Louis XV., drawn up a practical plan 
of invasion of England, which I have 
studied very carefully. This wily old 
soldier laid his plans to cross the chan- 
nel in a multitude of small craft and 
seize the Isle of Weight for his base, 
and, then, having transported more 
troops, reduce the south coast and take 
London. Military men have all agreed 
that his was the best plan -ever de- 
vised, for the south codst is very vul- 
nerable and possesses many shelving 
beaches upon which troops can easily 
land. Napoteon’s dream was shattered 
by Nelson’s great sea victory at Tra- 
falgar and no invasion was made. 

However, so great was the terror in 
England that the king called out prac- 
tically all able-bodied men, irrespective 
of age, and stood stoutly prepared to 
defend his country to the death. I be- 
lieve that this is the state of the public 
mind and the military preparation in 
England at this hour; everybody is get- 
ting busy to repel invasion, and they 
are going to put up the stiffest fight in 
history if the Huns land, and it looks 
to me as if they are going to try it 
this summer. 

Great Bases of Sea-Power. 

Please note that the great bases of 
England’s sea-power are located at Ply- 
mouth, Weymouth and Portsmouth, all 
on the south coast. I have stayed for 
months about those great dockyards, 
vast warehouses, repair shops and all 
the complicated machinery to build, re- 
ceive and repair ships is located there. 
They are the best such yards on earth, 
and one has only to see them to feel 
how great a power old England really 


has on the sea. Why a ship can slip 
in there, no matter how big, and imme- 
diately she is docked and a stream of 
human ants begin to repair her. Those 
veritable cities of warehouses and 
shops contain extra parts of every con- 
ceivable nature. 

Now turn your eye to the motth of 
the Thames, below London, and you see 
the military town of Woolwich, or “The 
Wool,” as Britons call it. That place 
I have seen and for miles and miles it 
is oO vast army depot and factory for 
army stores. 

It is only 70 miles by motor car from 
Dover to the center of London and about 
50 as the crow flies. It is the crow’s 
route that shot from modern ordnance 
take. It is only 60 miles from London 
to the south coast at Hastings- and 
Brighton. Less than 200 miles all 
along the south coast. 

The reason why the invaders of all 
ages have taken the south coast as 
their objective is that the remaining 
coast of England is a confused, broken 
mass of rocky cliffs and few harbors.

HOUSES OF DETENTION 


PLANNED FOR ALL CAMPS 


Appropriation Made to Build 
Reformatories for Delinquent 
‘Women Near Soldiers. 


Washington, April 1.—President 
Wilson has set aside $250,000 from his 
$100,000,000 war emergency fund for 
the use of the commission on train- 
ing camp activities in establishing 
additional reformatory § facilities and 
houses of detention for delinquent 
girls and women found near military 
camps. The money will be spent in 
the south, where a majority of the 
camps are located, and it is planned 
to aid several existing state refoma- 
tories by building new cottages which 
will accommodate thirty or sixty oc- 
cupants, 

Each state will be reqtired to share 
the expensevof construction by appro- 
priating a sum equal to its allotment 
and agree to complete the reformaiory 
within one year. The women will re- 
main at the reformatory from one to 
three years and will be trained along 
industrial lines. The institutions to 
be aided will be those which, like the 
Sleighton farm, at Darling, Pa., have 


been erected on the cottage plan in 
the country. At some places a cot- 
tage, accommodating thirty women, 
complete in itself with dining room 
and kitchen, will be built. At others, 
where it igs necessary to provide for 
sixty occupants, two rooming coitages 
will be erected with a detached dining 
room and kitchen for both. 

The only state so far definitely se- 
lected to recéive a gift is South Curo- 
lina, which has made an approprittion 
of land and money for a reformatury 
near Columbia. 

New buildings will not be construct- 
ed for detention homes. Houses will 
simply be adapted for the purpose and 
young girls will be held in them pend- 
ing disposition by the courts. They 
will receive medical attention mean- 
while. 

A special committee to disburse the 
fund, now being organized by Mr. 
Fosdick, includes among its personnel 
Mrs. Newton D. Baker, wife of the 
secretary of war, who has been active 
in - sociological and welfare work 
among the soldiers. It will work in 
connection with the committee on pro- 
tective work for girls and the law en- 
forcement bureau, both adjuncts of the 
training camp commission,

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All Fool’s Day 
Proves Quiet One 
ForCampGordon 


Few Pranks Played Among 
Men — Soldiers Quiet and 
Determined on Last Lap of 
Training Course. 


For probably the first time in the 
lives of the men who are enrolled in 
the BHighty-second division, All Fools’ 
day passed without its usual pranks 
and jokes, and very little soap was 
eaten for candy; few men rose at 3 
a. m. to a fake call of “reville,” and 
the day passed off minus the usual fire 
alarms and riot calls. 

The reason for the calm observance 
of the day is that the men at Camp 
Gordon realize the fact that their mili- 
tary training period is rapidly drawing 
near its close, and that the time when 
they will leave for the trenches of 
France is by no means distant. With 
this fact in.view, a spirit of quiet serj- 
Ousness and determination pervades the 
camp, and the day was spent in hard 
work instead of playing the usual 
pranks. 

Probably at this time the best results 
ever accomplished in the training of 
the.men is being secured. Schools of 
all kinds are in operation; both ranges 
are occupied by organizations; a steady 
stream of soldiers is passing through 
the gas houses, and there is marked 
increase in the hurry and bustle of the 
division. 

The men are reading the daily war 
news with great interest, and the fact 
that American troops are now hurrying 
to join the French and British against 
the German onslaughts has been re- 
ceived with quiet elation and approval.
